ANNUAL PAYMENT,

Next year’s World Disarma- 
ment Conference was mentioned 
in the House of Commons to-day 
by Sir Donald Maclean. In de- 
bate many members emphasised 
the ‘great importance of review- 
ing the.agreement and assured. 
the Government of support in an 
active policy to enable them to; 
reach success. 
Sir Donald first referred to the 
propnsal of Germany and .Austria 
to enter into a Customs Union and 
the welcome, gesture made by 
the Foreign Secretary in Paris 
that the matter should be taken 
to, and discussed in a friendly 
spirit by the League of Nations. 
He hoped that we might see the 
beginning of a cessation of the 
devastating war in tariffs between 
Nations which was more produc- 
tive of competition than arma- 
ments that the whole range of 
national antipathies put together. 

le Revival, 

On .disarmament, Sir Donald 
said’ that a revival of trade and 
the mitigation of unemployment 
depended very largely on getting 
rid of competitive armaments. A 
tremendous task was imposed on 
next year’s Conference and he he- 
ieved the ‘whole country 
would be behind the British de- 
legates. If the Conference failed 
humanity would be nlaced on a 
deseending scale leading to the 
destruction of -civilisation. 
The Under-Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs, Dr. Hugh Dalton, 
replying for the Government, 
said that in regard to the propos- 
el Austrian-German Customs 
agreement he had no more in- 
formation to give. He could only 
say that the Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. Henderson, was very anxious 
that, no.,.movement promixing + 
reduction to European Tar 
should be jeopardised hy a mis- 
understunding or ,a ‘misunke. 
They were following a policy 
which they lad always pursued, 
that any question in which sus- 
ceptibilities might be aroused 
should ke considered in a friendly 
atmosphere by the Council of the 
League 97 Nations. 
As to disarmament, he was 
very glad to notice the growing 
feeling in all parties in the need 
for a check to the continual in- 
creasing of armaments.

Over 1,928,308 Ounces 
Made in 1929. 
INCREASING YIELDS. 


Canada ranked third among the 
gold producing countries of the 
world in 1929. South Africa came 
first with a production of 10,412,- 
826 fine ounces and the United 
States second with an output - of 
2,128,000 ounces. The production 
in Canada from all sources 
amounted to 1,928,308 ounces. For 
sevoral years now Canada has been 
a close competitor of the United 
States for second place. In the 
Inst ninc years there has been a 
decline of over 800,000 ounces in 
the production of the United 
States, while the production of 
Canada has increased by more 
than 1,000,000 ounces. 

Auriferous quartz mining was 
the largest source of gold recover- 
ed in Canada in 1929. The copper- 
gold-silver mining industry camo 
second in this regard and alluvial 
mining third. The fine gold con: 
tained in crude bullion made by 
the gold mines during the year 
amounted to 1,678,797 fine ounces. 
There were 96,718 fine ounces ob- 
tained from* blister copper and 
base bullion made at Canadian 


amelters from Canadian ores, while}, 


113,452 fine ounces were recovered 
from ores,’ while 118,452 fine 
ounces were recovered from 
ores, matte ‘and concentrates 
The 
yield of alluvial gold was 40,887 
ounces and 8,604 fine ounces were 
obtained from. miscellaneous 
sources.

; Two large copper-zinc deposits in| 


Dominion Bureau of Statistics for 
1929. Of these, 33 produced bul- 
lion or shipped ores while 47 car- 
nied on development work only.

In Quebec gold was recover- 
ed from two properties in the 
north-western part of the province. 


In Ontario the two chief centres, 


were the Kirkland Lake and Por- 
cupine camps, while there was de- 
velopment work done in the Red 
Lake district and prospecting in 
the Patricia and western Ontario 
districts.

GUNS OF THE. 
FLEET. 


‘Action’ Brings Ordered 


Pandemonium. 

In a previous article a British 
fleet at sen was compared to a small 
floating town, much Hke any other 
town but for its lack of the fatherly 
and guiding hands of Town Council- 
lors and of the civilising, or un- 
settling, presence of women. Em- 
phasis was laid on the singularly 
peaceful and ordered atmosphere of 
its corporate life, which~ a short 
sharp call on the bugle can, how- 
in a moment, trans- 
figuring it, as if by magic, into a 
town of flame, smoke and uproar— 
an ordered pandemonium, 

A man of war is unique in. this 
respect, because its calm exterior 


.and unruffied life continue unchang- 


ed in peace or in war, writes the 
Morning Post Naval Correspondent. 
Indeed, pending the bugle<all to 
“Action” against a battle-practice 
target. in peace, or to “Action” 
against ao hostile fleet upon the issue 
of which hangs the fate of a world,” 
cight bella will be struck, the

' Target 21 Miles Away. | 

In five minutes at the - most 
silence will reign, broken occasfon- 
ally by the faint hiss from the 
hydraulic gear of the turrets, which 
by now will be trained outboard. 
The muzzles of tho great guns are 
pointing ekywards at an unbroken 
horizon, but over the edge of the 
world, concealed . below the curva- 
ture of the earth’s surface,. thera 
steams an unseen target, directed 
by wireless, 21 miles away. 

For a few moments the muzzles 
of the 106:ton guns can be seen to 
creep gently up and down, and. fore

and aft, a motion which indicates 
that the gun-sighta are being ac- 
curately laid to the pointers con- 
trolled from the “Director.” But, 
on the ‘commence fire,” with blnd- 
ing flashes, with a deep roar and 
with a concussior that shakes. the 
ship, and which not. infrequently 
removes the Captain's cap, , five 
shells, each little ahort-of’a' ton, are 
sped,on their way to the invisible 
target-ship at an average apecd of 
1,140 miles per hour—three and a 
half times the speed of the 
Schneider Trophy winner. Mure- 
over, there are hundreds of such 
rounds In the locker. 


One and a half minutes later the 
five shells will strike the water near 
the target in ‘a compact mass, 
throwing up a groat waterspout, 
which, if very near, will drench the 
ship with spray. During the first 
few salvoes It is unlikely, at ‘so 
great o range, that a direct hit will 
be obtained. In the Interval be- 
tween the flash and the'splash these 
thundorbolts will have travelled on 
a curve 28 miles long and, if Mount 
Everest rose sheer between the 
guns and the target, ‘would have 
cleared its remote and snow-clad 
summit by 1,000 feet. . Sound 
dawdles so slowly that those in the 
target ship will-hear the report of 
the: discharge 10 seconds after they 
witness the water-spout or feel tho 
shock of impact. 


Action at these great ranges was 
{rapossible 20 years ago, not because 
the appropriate guns could not have 
been constructed, but because of the 
lack of means to “spot” the fall of 
shot, and thus to correct the sights, 
which the Naval Air Arm now 
makes possible.” Out'of sight, over 
the crest of the earth, the spotting 
aeroplanes are rushing through the 
air at 100 m.p.h., and upon the ac- 
curate wircless reports. ofia young 
naval Heutenant, crouching in his 
little flying cockleshell, depends the 
success, and thus the value, of the 
action.. Indeed, few things better 
illustrate the slavish dependence of 
matter upon mind than does the 
effectiveness. of tha. concentrated 
power of these great guns upon thé 
immaterial brain of the observer. 


6-Inch Guns ‘ 


The 6-inch guns of, the battle-fleet 
are mounted to repel those enemy 
torpedo craft that may approach in 
full view, or issue auddenly from an. 
opaque smoke screen. 


Whereas “Day Action,” with 
heavy or light guns, proceeds in an 
atmosphere of tense calm - between 
the salvoes, “Night. Actios fon” . is- an- 
other. matter, providing, ‘as’ it has 
from tifne immemorial, a Betting for 
curses, exasperation, and therefore 
for humour." Every stance, from 
the batteries to the tops, contains 
an eye eager to spot the ghostly 
target.

MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL. 


Traffic Loss , Through Trade 
Depression. — 


December was the Manchester 
Ship Canal Company’s second best 
month of 1930 as regards traffic ro- 
ceipts, the best “being June. ‘There 
igs not much satisfaction, however, 
in that,-as special receipts always 
come in at half-year ends, and it 
i rican to compare the figures 

h = those for = corresponding 
aris in previous years. When 
that is done the December amount 
shows a decline of £4,884 from 1929, 
when .the gonditions as regards 
derating were the sania, and nearly 
£11,000 from 1928, subject, how- 
ever, in the latter case to an allow- 
ance, the amount of which hag not 
been stated precisely, for the fact 
that the derating complication. did 
Hot arise until October, 1929, Last 
year's traffic receipts are now 
officially reported to have-: been 
£1,895,567, or £183,217 less than in 
1929. The actunl position, how- 
ever, was at least £40,000 better 
than that. When dérating came 
into operation, the company being 
velieved of 75 per cent. of its local 
rates on the waterways and many 
of its buildings which are not mere- 
ly storage places, the benefit of the 
concession had to be passed on to 
customers, and this was done by re- 
ducing tolls. It appoars to be pog- 
sible that theas reductions exceeded 
the amount saved In Fates, but ship- 
ping depression, consequent pon 
the stagnation in Lancashire trade, 
must have!been the main cause of 
the fall in the traffic receipts, and 
the strike in April was also an im- 
portant one. The last traffle re- 
turn before the present, one stated: 
“Against the reduction in receipts 
the company have savings in local

A critic of the policy of period 
furnishing in liners recently asked 
whether the present age has so little 
to contribute in the way of decora- 
tion that our designers must rum- 
mage in museums for ideas, with 
the result, he says, that many pre- 
sent-day ships suggest the scenery 
of a repertory theatre.

THIS YEAR'S TRIUMPH. 


The Britigh/ Army’s foothall re- 
rord in recent scasons fades al- 
most out of view before past 
glories, writes Norman Ackland in 
the Morning Post. Last year they 
were beatey by the French Army 4 
and the Belgian Army, ns well as 
losing to the Royal Navy and 
Royal Marines and the Royal Air 
Foaree In the Inter-Services Tour- 
Thia was their’ worst 
seagon. But since 1925 all has 
not been well; indeed, in spite of 
having a much larger field‘ to draw 
upon they have been barely able 
to hold their own against the other 
Services. In the past five seasons 
they have only once won the Inter- 
Services Tournament, whereas be- 
fore 1925 they had. won nine games 
to the Navy’s one, and five 
matches were drawn. 


yament. 


. Triumphs of Yore. 


It is the same with battalion 
sides. In the old days the Army 
were always bringing themselves 
into the limelight In the F.A, and 
the F.A. Amateur -Cup competi- 
tions. piween 1871 and 1878 the 
Royal Engineers. figured in the 
English Cup’final on five occasions, 
winning the trophy in 1875, They 
also gave a big contribution to the 
international elevens. \When Eng- 


-}land met Scotland at the Oval on 


March 8, 1873, four. members of 
the Royal Engineers took part, two 
an each side, while another Army 
man (frdm the Household Brigade) 
also played for England in this 
match. Altogether nine Army 
players have been recipients of 
full éaps for England; but all ex- 
K. KE. Hegan won their 
honours before the days of profes- 
sionalism. Hegan’s cap was won 
jy 1924, and the one before his 
was won by H. H. Barnet, forty- 
two years previously against Tre- 
land. 

Army teams won the Amsteus 
Cup twice, 
RE. securing the trophy and the 
RMLJ. (in those days the 


Marines belonged to the Armyj 


F.A.) won it two years ‘Inter. 
And there is a big list of Army 
men who have played for England’s 
amateur eleven {in modern times, 
such as Corporal Cartlidge (1927), 
Lance-Corporal Duffern (1909), 
Lieutenant H. A. Hambleton 
(1922), Corporal Leese (1910), Pri- 
vate Littler (1913), Lance-Cor- 
poral Macey (1924), Lieutenant 
WH. W. Nicholas (1920), Corporal 
Osborne (1922), and last but not 
least, the famous Corinthian, Lieu- 
tenant K. E. Hegan, on several oc- 
casions. :

If many pupils came forward at 
any particular: centre they could 
be taken in classes to save time 
and expense; the fundamentals of 
lawn tennis in footwork and stroke 
technique’ readily lend themselzes 
to instruction “by numbers.” 

Much mass instruction has . al- 
ready been given, -I believe, by 
some of our coaches, and with suc- 
cess. 

There is little doubt; too, that a 
good deal of the latent talent 
among our young players would bo 
unearthed at these centres and 
brought to the notice of the L.T.A. 


The governing body might even 
appoint a “spotter,” whose busl- 
ness would be'to visit every coach- 
ing establishment and report on 
the talent and aptitude . of the 
pupils,

If mon like Tilden, Hunter 
or Vincent Richards were to com- 
pete in it, I do not think even one 
of the great continental profes- 
sionals not excepting Kozeluh, 
would be first open champion of 
lawn tennis. 


In this state of affairs any move- 
ment on the part of our profes- 
sionals to speed up their own game 
and produce champions would be 
almost as welcome as the produc- 
tion of an amateur capable of win- 
ning back the Wimbledon title, 
which has not been won by an 
Englishman. for over.twenty years.

“I open- 
ed the door of the room and smelled 
sulphur,” one woman declared. “It 
is the ante-room ‘of the Bottomless 
Pit.

The discussion’ took place behind 
closed doors, The 
Buxton presided, and following his 
opening address the Rev. C. Dray- 
ton Thomas stressed the reality of 
the evidence of psychic experiences
